Claussen et al. disclose the invention substantially as claimed. Claussen et al. disclose 
a method of forming a composite body comprising: 
providing a porous compact; and 

infiltrating said porous compact with a molten metal by reactive infiltration, such a 
reaction when forming an aluminide being inherently exothermic. 
Claussen et al. further disclose wherein the porous compact comprises a metal and an 
oxide material. 

Claussen et al. further disclose wherein the oxide material comprises an aluminum

Claussen et al. further disclose wherein the molten metal comprises an aluminum alloy. 
Claussen et al. further disclose wherein the reactive infiltration forms an aluminide. 
Claussen et al. further disclose wherein the reactive infiltration takes place under 
vacuum (reduced pressure). 
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However, Claussen et al. does not disclose wherein the process and composition 
parameters are those claimed by Applicant, but provides for close approximation and/or 
overlap of the claimed parameters, establishing a prima facie case of obviousness 
lacking a showing of unexpected results flowing from the parameter selections.
